SUGAR BEET GROWING. 


For Sncrcn* Tliln on Time nnd Skill- 


fnllr—Then Stir ibe Soil. 


Thinning is the most difficult and ex- 


pensive operation in beet growing, and 
upon its proper execution the success 
of the crop largely depends. The dis- 
tance between the beets in the row 
should depend upon the quality of the 
soil, as on a rich, moist soil they will 
thrive if left much thicker than on a 
poor dry soil. If planted in extra wide 
rows to facilitate horse culture, they 
may be left closer in. the rows tbaii 
otherwise. 
If the rows are IS to 20 


inches apart, The beets should ordinari- 
ly be thinned to 8 to 10 inches In tbe 
rows. The first operation of thinning 
Is done -n-itb'a common hoe having a 
Made five to seven inches wide, accord- 
ing to the distance apart It is desired 
to have tho beets stand when the work 
is complete.
